Immigration. 

Ip all the other Provinces more or 
•l©3i! energy is displayed in the pro- 
motion of immigration. Federal 
grants and agencies are etipplemented ; 
Federal and Provincial agents wait 
roady to take the iuimigrants by the 
hand as soon as the ship touches their 
shores aud conduct them to free 
"homes" erected for their accommoda- 
tion until they can be placed on free 
homesteads. In somo instances not 
only is a free homestead given but a 
house is builtby the Provincial govorn- 
ment; aud we see from recent cxchang- 
ej that Ontario is debating the pro- 
priety of going a step farther aud 
clearing five acres around tlio house 
•s a "starter" for the now settler. All 
this is the result of a proper know- 
ledge aud appreciation of tlie value of 
8 )ttlera. It pays to do so ; ancrCanailii , 
hiving a great territory to be lilkd 
up, can afl'ord tn hold out these in- 
ducements. Nay, she cannot afford to 
look on, as she has done for so many 
.^years, and see the great tide of Euro- 
pean population rolling past her door 
to build up a rival power. Each 
settler is vorth more than one thov.- 
sand dollars, cash down, and why 
shouldn't sho be willing to pay a hun- 
dred or two? But just contrast all 
this with what the Pacific Province is 
doing, or, rather, not doing. Do we 
need population less than Ontario? 
Is population of less value per capita 
on the Pacific than on the Atloiitic ? 
Is not the exact reverse the fact? And 
yet, what has been done hero towards 
attracting and placing settlers? No- 
thiug. Leas than nothing; for our stu- 
pid Govornmentmado a breakiuJune 
last, the ill effects of which are likely 
to be felt for many a day. Where 
is their vaunted free grant system ? 
Can the Chief Commissioner point to a 
single locateo as the result of his pro- 
digious elTort ? The Province is just 
as destitute of those agencies .and ap- 
pliances essential to peopling its waste 
acres now as it was tlie day the present 
incompetent 2)retender took oflice. "We 
shall doubtless bo told by tlie organ 
that they have done much. Tliey have 
perfected "five ditTerent modes of dis- 
posing of the public lands;" passed 
seven Orders in Council; issued no 
end of regulations for the mystification 
of intending settlers, and they have 
published them all in a book! We 
say it deliberately, and without malice 
prepense, — that the book is well calcu- 
lated to deter settlers from coming, or 
to drive them away if they have come! 
Such have been the efforts put forward 
by the present Government, aiul tlu>y 
have left the Province in a worse posi- 
tion in this respect than they f. uud it. 
There is the best authority for stating 
that there ai-e in California hundreds of 
the most valuable kind of setters — 
British subjects who desire to return 
to the old flag and would gladly seek 
homes here, did they but know the 
simple truth respecting the natural 
advantages of the country and were 
the Government only jirepared to meol 
them in a pro])er spirit and on lifting 
terms. Nor would these settlers come 
tons empty-handed. They possess, 
for the most part, in addition to valu- 
able experience, the means of "mak- 
ing a good start." Tlicre need bono 
au.x.iety about furnisliing employiiuuit 
to such; for they would create employ- 
ment for themselves and for others 
We are assured by reliable parties re- 
cently arrived from tlie interior of 
California that there are plenty of this 
class wlio would come aud settle in 
British Columbia, under proper man- 
agoiiiont. Through the same source wo 
also lunrii that tlio r(>])iji't of tlii^ victims 
of tho Juno fnuul pcriiu!i-ut(.il by our 
Govorniuent lias workoil inciilculahin .'iiis- 
ohief in tho interior ot Culifurniii, luul 
that time and ciiroful niiuiugcnuint can 
alono overcome tbo ill elYects of that out- 
rftgeous swindle. It appears thot several 
of those who came on those false protcn- 
SOB canu! in a reproriontativo cliaraclor,ancl 
that, hail thoy boon able to report favor- 
ably, soveral little colonics would liav(> 
been the ro.sult. liiit as it is, linndn'ils 
if not thouHands of prc'i'iscly the class of 
Bottlora most wanted, have been prejiuli 
cod against the couatry. through the 
disgraceful miamnnagement uud culpable 
misdoing of its rulers. 



Through, tho Cascades- 

It is in all probubility to Mr. C. II. 
Gansby that tho historian will award 
the honour of opening through the Cas- 
cades a way by which tlio Iron-Horse of 
Canada shall reaoh the Pacific. This will 
bo equally tho case whether tho route 
via Bute Inlet or the more southerly one 
by Howe Sound be ado])tpd; for, Kingu- 
larly enough, it fell to tholot of ^fr. (iauR- 
byto explore both. Tin? readur will (hnibt- 
less recolloot his perilous and kucco.'is- 
ful exploits at 'Bute Inlet, lust year, in 
•winch ho oamo ho near losing bis life,_ 
Tho explanatory flurvoy of tho ITowo 
Bonud route, aIt!iou;-;h, ptirliiipH.lc.-i.'i per- 
ilous, required no Iohr por;uivcianco and 
skill. Wo announced, a few days afjo, 
the oonjpletion of tho survey and tho ar 
rival of the party at Lillooet. It appears 
tbata good and easy grade has been found 
tbo whole way /mniij|be hifad of Uowu 
fiouud to the fool of Solon L;Uo, a dis- 
toucs of one hundred and oightedti uiilov. 



Tho valley from tho Sound to remborton 
Mcado\«8 has an average -width of abcmt a 
mile. Along tho shore, of Anderson and 
Seton Lakss, with the exception of a 
few unimportant bluffs eaaijy blasted, no 
obstacles are met with. It is no part of 
{j,'ir present purpose to enter upon ■% dia- 
ssion of the relative merits of the two 
^. ys through tho Cascades, opened by 
A.' . Onnsby; nor nnist it bo .supposed 
that tho discovery of a jn-acticable route 
with easy gradients vin Howe Sound can 
in any degree weaken tho cogent reasons 
ot policy — wo might almost my tho ne- 
cessity—for bringing tho railway across 
tho waters which sot Vancouver Island 
cfY from tho Continent. But, altogether 
apart from the voxod (]iie3tion of routes, 
it must bo gratifyiug to know that there 
exists a second, or rather a third, ])racti- 
cable i)aspago through the Cascade Itango 
and that there is a fertile valley and ex- 
cellent i)asturo ground whoro alone rug- 
ged mountains and glauiera were thought 
of. It is of no little im])ortanco to know 
that there are three ascertained gates 
through tho Cascade lvaut;o, by any one 
of which the Canadian Pacilio Railway 
may be carried with ease; but, apart from 
their immediate object, these exploiatory 
surveys are calculated to confer local ad- 
vantages. We congratulate Mr. Gansbv 
upon tho conipleto success with which 
this his second effort has been crowned.

Military Emigrants and 
British Columbia.

To TiiK EniTtjii or Tiui Ti.mes. — Sir,— 
Tho einigration (juostion couldnot he bet- 
tor put before retired officers than in yonr 
leading article of this morning. I would 
lay, however, even more atress on one 
point —ncmoly, that there are men and 
women, but more parlicularly inen, who 
at no tinio whatever are lit for '•scttlinf^" 
in any colony under the sun. Tliis un- 
fitness is not indeed coutined to any rank, 
ago or previous occupation. I will not 
trespass with iny expariances on your 
readers boyond stating that it ha-s been 
my lot, ofticially and privately, to have 
had this fact ovor and over attain brou^;ht 
before mo in the most forcible way. Tlu' 
ntter nnfitncfls of many men, al lo bod cd 
enough, who go to eolonii.'s is almost in- 
credible, ^t'o Agent-Cieneral of a colony 
can warn such men not to go, becauao it 
11 quite iuipossible previously to ascer- 
tain tho fitness or the reverse of their in- 
dividual character, and it is this rather 
than tho previous occupations, or even 
means, that lusures success orUn' reverse. 
Tho man is often uneonseious of his (nvn 
unlitnosi for colonial life. Kueh life is 
no dream, but, as you wis(<ly warn your 
ro.iders, it is a re.'^lity, reipiiring all that 
is thoroufj'h in purpose and aelion. 

far as Briti.sii Colninbia is concern- 
ed I probaldy cannot do bettor, in reeoin- 
niending that colony to military olHcers, 
thtin ipiote from a letter now before nie, 
written bj- M.ajor-Cleneral .^^oody, R. F., 
formerly Chief Coiuniissioner of Lainlj 
and Works in British Coliinibia, with a 
commission as liicut. -Governor. This 
distinguitiho.l ofhcor states that, "Having 
during a very long and varied sorvioo 
neon uinuy colonie.s and countries, and 
while cordially admitting their claims as 
to re.iouroe.'t, prcjsprots, eonifort'.> and 
ple.isnros, I jiorsonally know not one 
that excels Rriti.sh (juliinihia in re.ipeet to 
advantages and all that is enjoyable as a 
porninnent homo for British subjects and 
their posterity." 

Everyone practically acquainted with 
the dinicultioR and trials of colonization 
must know that there are limes and sea- 
sons for this or that colony — limes of 
prosperity and progress and linios of do- 
pro»Hion, times lo emigrate and times not 
to do so, times for one sort of emigrants, 
times for others more suitable, antl times 
even fnr all sorts to gn. It in my duty 
and I shall bo glad to give information 
and advico to iiitonding eniigranls, as far 
as British Coliunl>ia in eoneernoil, direct- 
ing my ndvico a.s much as in possible to 
individn»l eases. Olliccrs have done and 
are doing well there, and others of tiiis 
class have not succeeded. We have a su- 
perb, though somewhat varied climate, 
without tho snowy winters of Eastern 
Canada or of many Statas of tho Union. 
Tho grazing capabilities of tho Province 
are very great, and offer an occupation 
perhaps better suited to retired ollieers 
than laborious agriculture. Tho Provineo 
is as orderly as any English county. It 
has no jiublic debt, and anyono can see 
from tho London share lists how well 
British Coliuuhia banking and iniluntrial 
ontcrpri.ies stand. The country has i. on- 
been largely explored in all directions, 
and its resources of all kinds — mines, 
timber, fisheries, agriculture, grazing, 
,110 lards, chmat*, &<•., — become fully 
known, and sufficiently tested for fuels 
to bo well established. Erroneous 
r jpresentfttions, though repeated, have 
done no real harm to tho colony. 
No settler worth his salt will say a word 
against the country. lam not sure but 
that indirectly tlieso orronoons represen- 
tations h»TO donn good by causing tho 
growth to bo gradual, aud allowing time 
for amplo inquiries, all eliciting truth. 
To all persons conteiuidating emigration 
I would suggest their not confining their 
inqnirie» to any one jiarticular col- 
ony or country, aud certainly before thoy 
decide they should extend their inquiries 
to nil that relates to British Columbia, 
which has characteristics and advantages 
of its OWB.
